WASHINGTON, Jan. 0 fU.PJ— President Roosevelt, remind. 
ittg congresa that there will bo -need for 60,000,000 'jobs 
after the war, called today for an immediate start toward an 
adequate postwar social and economic program. 

He emphasized in his fiscal 1946 budget message that 
full employment constitutes, part of this country's stake in 
iwfltwar, world stability and prosperity and that other nations 
are fully conscious "that international cooperation cannot 
succwid unless the United States is. prosperous," 

Roosevelt proposed a $398,812,000 general public works 
program. Most of 'th^money would be alient by the army 
corps of engineers, the^eterans' administration, the federal 
works agency and the department of interior. 

Of this proposed totsl, only 
2278,083,250 would be needed 
jn newly-approprinted funds. 
The remainder would come 
from previously-appropriated 
but unspent money. 

Calling for an attack on 
every front of the employ- 
ment problem, Mr. Roosevelt

WHERE ARE THE SMOKES? 
This pleco may not add much to the grow- 
ing literature on tlia clgaret shortage, but 
at least It's going to bo different.- Fbr It Is 
not going to attempt to tell you what Is caus- 
ing the dearth of smoltes. 

In fact, It Is going to take issue with those 
who have assured you that the responsibility 
for thla smEill-callber crisis In the Uvea of 
millions belongs to government control of the 
tobacco crop, shortage of tobacco, scarcity of 
manpower, the black market, hoarding or In- 
temperate smoking of epidemic proportions, 

This pleco lE going to take issilQ^with those 
explanations without olftrlng any new ones. 
But It is going to cite some figures, from 
sources'dcep In the heart of the tobacco In- 
dustry, which reveal that there were, fewer 
clgarcts potentially available to civilians at 
. the end of 10« than at the same time In 1943, 
but which account tor, support or condone 
the current threat of clgaret extinction. 

Clgarct manufacturers have certain mili- 
tary' obligations. They have a quota to pro- 
vide for the army and navy, for Red Cross 
distribution to service personnel, and, In much 
smaller amounts, for the British. These obli- 
gations are taken care of first. 

The manitracturors. recently-claimed that 
they were up to date on their orders, and tho 
government did not deny tho contention. 

In 1044 the big companies turned out 70 
per cent "of the previous year's civilian pro- 
duction, or seven packs for every 1943 carton. 
These arc the companies that make the 
brands that most peoplQ called for back In 
the days when we could bo choosy. - ' 

That Isn't too bad. And when you add In 
the manufacturers of the fags that Wo have 
been smoking recently, tho picture la poten- 
tially even brighter. For all American clgaret 
companies' turned out 10 packs In 1044 for 
every 20 in 1043. 

■The military quota Is generous. And if tho 
full quota had been In the hands of tho 
ultimate consumer last year, there would 
have been 50 clgareLs a day for every man 
and woman In uniform, smoker or non- 
smoker. Instead, there was a time when men 
overseas were rationed to two packs a week, 
or less than six clgarets a day. 

It may bo that shipping and transportation 
shortages and bottlenecks have hpld updthe 
flow of smokes to the fighting fronts. But 
that doesn't account for what has happened 
to the civilian supply. 

Even with all tho talk ol more smoking, 
black markets and hoarding— and how are 
you going to hoard 'em when you can't buy 
•em?— it's hard to figure out what has hap- 
pened to 05 per cent of an almost-normal 
1043 supply to make the tobacconists' shelves 
look like Mother Hubbord's cupboard. 

And so, we repeat, whore are the clgarets? 
That isn't a rhetorical question. We'd really 
like to knfiw. ' 



ANOTHER POST-WAR PROBLEM 
Business loaders believe that the unwilling' 
nesa of veterans to return to their old Jobs
